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Nazi Refuses 


To Testify at 


Detroit Trial) 


DETROIT, May 5—(CP)—Nazi 
Oberleutenant Hans Peter Krug, 
whose testimony heiped convict 
his former countryman, Max 
Stephan, of treason, yesterday 
held the spotlight at a second 
trial, but this time the former 
bomber pilot refused to testify. 
Krug, at the opening of the 

treason trial of Theodore Donay 
clenched his hands behind his back, 
declined to take an oath, demanded 
a fiat “yes or no” answer from 
Judge Frank A. Picard on whether 
he would be helping the defence, 
and when this was not forthcoming, 
said grimly: 

BLUNT REFUSAL 

“I refuse to testify.” 

Ten feet away from the German 
officer sat Donay, the first man to 
be tried in the United States on a 
charge of misprision of treason, a 
law written in 1790. Donay watched 
Krug intently, clenching and un- 
clenching his hands. 

Krug was surrounded by guards 
who brought him from a Canadian 
prison camp. 

Judge Picard urged him to take 
the stand and tell the truth. 

Three times Krug asked De- 
fence Attorneys Nicholas Salo- 
wich and James E. McCabe if he 
would help them but DOonay's 
counsel sat quietly, 

With Krug’s final “I refuse,” 
Judge Picard ordered him removed 
from the court room. 

It was Krug’s flight from a Bow- 
manville, Ont., prison camp in 
April, 1942, that involved both 
Stephan and Donay. Stephan was 
convicted of harboring Krug, while 
Donay, a Detroit exporter, is charg- 
ed with giving the young Nazi $20. 
Krug later was recaptured.

. A point worth remembering is that the 
required $1,100,000,000 of war money could 
have been secured without selling bonds to 
the public.

The amount of money in the hands of the 
general public would not have been reduced. 
The note-issuing powers of the banks would 
have been increased abnormally, and had 
they been led into adopting a liberal loan 
policy the country would have been in for 
inflation with a vengeance. 

Mr. Ilsley during the now recessed sess- 
ion of parliament stated frankly that the 
Government last year borrowed too much 
money from the banks—for the reason 
that bond sales and certificate sales did not 
bring in the required amount.

To General Patton’s American forces 
goes the credit for having knocked the key- 
Stone out of the Axis mountain defence line 
in northern Tunisia. With the British 8th 
Army and ist Army and the Lake Chad 
French troops hammering at the line to the 
south and Giraud’s Moroccans edging along 
the coast to the north, Mateur fell to the 
Americans after bitter fighting which 
showed how vital the junction point was to 
the whole Axis set-up. Its capture has open- 
ed a gateway into the less rugged country 
toward Tunis and Bizerte, where Allied 
tanks and mobile armoured units can oper- 
ate. This break-through gives point to 
General Giraud's prediction that the enemy 
will be cleared out of Tunisia—or disposed 
of there—before the end of this month.

Not 
less significant, Mussolini is reported to 
have begged Hitler to give his Fascist sold- 
iers as good a chance as the Nazis to escape 
if an attempt is made to evacuate the Axis 
forces—a petition to which Adolf will give 
the usual amount of attention.

Big Loan Drive 


Next week Edmonton will 
launch a campaign unique in the 
history of national war finance 
when the Citizens’ Volunteer 
Bureau will take a leading hand 
in the successful promotion of 
Ladies’ Week, it was announced 
“Wednesday by R. E. Staples, 
chairman of the Edmonton com- 
mittee in charge of the Fourth 
Victory Loan. 

Hundreds of women residents of 
this city will take a hand during 
the closing stages of the campaign 
in making certrin that every house- 
hold in the city will have an oppor- 
tunity to purchase bonds.

Officer Tells 
Of Resistance 
Inside Europe 


Poles who defied their German 
oppressors, Yugoslavians who 
fought the Nazi invaders, Nor- 
wegians and Dutch and Belgians 
who escaped from the enemy-oc- 
cupied territory, were among the 
.things recounted to members of 
the Edmonton Canadian Club by 
Major H. C. Scott at a club 
luncheon held in the Macdonald 
hotel Tuesday, when he spoke on 
“After Three Years.” 

Major Scott, who spent three 
months in Great Britain last sum- 
mer, and who had visited Europe 
on many occasions prior to the out- 
break of the present war, told of 
the first-hand information he had 
received from patriots who had es- 
caped from Norway, Holland, Yugo 
| Slavia, Belgium 
| MANY MAKE EFFORT 
| “Many make the effort: all do not 
|make the goal,” he said, in refer- 
ence to people escaping from those 
countries and making their ways to 
England

he had met. For no reason, the 
| Norway was thrown into prison, tor- 
j tured, and six months later, releas- 
ed—still without explanation. The 
| officer eventually landed in Eng- 
| land, where he was able to tell of 
certain important activities. 
| Still other information came 
| from escaped Dutchmen and 
| Belgians. Escapes from those two 
countries to England continue, 

Said the speaker. 

Of the Poles, 
clared not one of them ever willing- 
| ly obeyed the Germans, but they do 
jcontinue to defy them. In the 
| mountains about Yugoslavia, he was 
told, fighting against the Axis pow- 
| ers still goes on 
|“DOWN” ON BULGARIA 
Major Scott, who was called to 
j the intelligence department at Ot- 
| tawa at the outbreak of the present 
conflict, and later made liaison of- 
| ficer between the Canadian and Al- 
|lied armies, was “down” on Bul- 
| aria. Of that Balkan state, he spoke 
|deprecatingly; of Cgechoslovakia, 
he spoke eloquently 

In France, he continued, there is 
lack of unity, even today, and 
added, “You can't give a nation lib- 
erty; it must find it.” 

It is easy to condemn France, he 
said, but our attitude changes when 
we remember our own shortcom- 
ings 

Major Scott reviewed Europe 
as it was before the war, using 
large maps of the world to illus- 
trate how the war clouds had 
risen over that land and over 
the Pacific. 

Major Scott, termed one of the 
country’s outstanding speakers, and 
who had addressed the Edmonton 
Canadian Club before, was highly 
commended at the conclusion of his 
discourse. W. A. MacDonald pre-
